CAIRO, Egypt, June

The bulk of Field Marshall Erwln 
Rommel's two Gorman tank divis- 
ions—the backbone of his Africa 
corps—was reported trapped and 
attempting to escape the British 
today with the forces of Lieut. 
Gen. Nell M. Ritchie waging a 
fierce battle from all sides and 
from the air In an effort to wipe 
them out. 
The Germans' only hope, a Brit- 


ish communique indicated, was to 
win a "battle of the gaps" by 
holding open two narrow passage- 
ways through British minefields 
to the westward which the Ger- 
mans had cleared and where they 
had concentrated anti-tank artill- 
ery to protect their route of es- 
cape. 
British Informants said that the

hatreds and petty jealousies. We 
have a war to win, and we can't 
win it by hating our allies and each 
other. We must combat hatred as 
we combat the enemy, for hatred 
Is of the enemy and for the enemy. 
Hatred did not make our country 
great, and we cannot win this war 
by listening to the song of hatred 
sung by disgruntled Americans at 
the behest of foreign agents. We 
know this is no time to endanger 
our national being by appealing to 
class hatreds, racial hatreds, and 
religious hatreds.

en our leaders' hands, not tie them 
and handicap them by listening to

complaints that 


bring great comfort to the heart 
of Adolph Hitler but shatter our 
national unity and leave In sham- 
bles national morale. Let us make 
our freedom of speech a comfort 
and blessing for ourselves and not 
for the enemy. Let us speak not 
with the voices of rumor, accusa- 
tion, hatred, and selfishness, hut 
let us unite our country with the

goodwill. Hay the prayer of our 
hearts, as well as the song on our 
lips be, "God Bless America." With 
this type of patriotism, no force 
from without or within can break 
down our national 
unity.

Jap Subs Failed in 
Attack Sydney Harbor 


SYDNEY, Australia, June 1.— 


(/P)—Japanese midget submarines, 
apparently launched from a moth- 
er ship off the Australian coast, 
sneaked into famous Sydney har- 
bor last night to be greeted by a 
thunder of gunfire 
and 
depth 


charges which probably sank three 
of the tiny craft and thus averted 
damage to vital shipping. 


The only achievement of the sui- 


cide raiders, believed similar to 
the midget undersea craft which 
figured in the attack on Pearl 
Harbor last Dec. 7, was the sink- 
ing of an old steamer used as a 
ferry. 


The raid, however, carried the 


war to southern Australia for the 
first time and gave the residents 
of Sydney—the largest city In this 
broad continent—an exciting night 
punctuated by the sounds of heavy 
gunfire. 


The submarines, which presum- 


ably slipped through

narrow 


shipping 
lane In the 
mile-wide 


harbor 
entrance, 
were 
spotted 


first at about 11 p. m. and two 
sudden gunshots from allied de- 
fense batteries touched off a ver- 
itable Inferno. 


Searchlights sprang into action 


on all sides and their beams swept 


the harbor as more guiu fired 
their salvoes. 


On* searchlight picked up the 


periscope and upper portion of the 
conning tower of one submarine, 
which was believed sent to the 
bottom by gunfire. 


Two other submersible*, allied
